Dorothy Bauer, 38, of ,2609 Lo- 
gan Ave., who was killed dur- 
ing the past weekend when the 
small foreign car in which she 
was riding crashed broadside 
into another car pulling onto 
the highway from Rock Road. 
Mrs. Bauer wi pronounced 
dead upon arrival at St. Eliza- 
beth Hospital at 11:15 a.m. Sat- 
urday, Feb, 24. 


Mrs. Bauer was the 
mother of Ronald Bauer, 
13, who was injured fatally 
July 8, 1971, in an accident 
of almost identical circum- 
stances on FA Route 151 at 
North Street, a short dis- 
tance from where .Mrs. 
Bauer was killed. 


Ronald, who died 12 hours 
after the accident, was a pas- 
senger in a car driven by his 
stepmother, ‘Mrs. Dobie Bauer, 

77 Edwardsville Road, which 
was struck broadside by an- 
other car as the Bauer auto 
pulled across the highway ftom 
North Street, eastbound. 

Three other persons, includ- 
ing a sfudent driver at the 
wheel of the other auto, were 
taken to the hospital. Two of 
the three injured were hurt 
seriously. 

Paralleling the tragic acci- 
dent ratio on, Route 151 is that 
of Illinois Route 3 just 4 -short 
distance east. of Route 151, 
which the Great River Road 
was expected to relieve of its 
traffic congestion. 


While accidents on the 
River Road were account- 
ing for nine lives and 15 
injuries, five \persons died 
as the result of accidents 
on Route 3 at various inter- 
sections with Granite City 
Streets—with West Pontoon 
Road as the most danger- 
ous intersection. 

Thirteen persons were in- 
jured in those accidents in 
addition to the fatalities. 

On the basis of these statis- 
tics, a ‘total of 14 persons died 
and 28 were injured’ in acci- 
dents occurring on Route 151 
and Route 3 during the past 24 
months — March 1971 through 
February 1973. 


This -is a ratio of .6 of one 
fatality per month and 1.17 in- 
juries per month on the two 
stretches of highway from the 
Route 3 intersection with Route 
151 to its southern terminus.

$19,500 Salary 
Set- for Mayor 


An ordinance fixing the sal- 
ary of the Granite City may 
at $19,500 per year and the sal- 
aries of the city treasurer and 
city clerk at $15,000 annually, 
was adopted by the City Coun- 
cil Monday night. 

The action followed a lengthy 
debate .in which some alder- 
men again attempted ‘to block 
passage of the bill, which had 
been revised downward from 
an original salary proposal. of 
$20,000 a year for the mayor. 


Adoption of the bill in- 
creases the mayor’s salary 
by 47% from the present 
$13,200 per year to the new 
$19,500 figure. It raises the 
salaries of the clerk and 
treasurer by 31% from the 
present $11,400 annual sal- 


ary for both officers. 
Although the ordinance, which 
had been placed on first read- 
ing in the council's Feb. 26 
meeting, received a roll call 
vote of 7 yes and 6 no—with a 
minimum of eight votes needed 
for passage—the motion was 
declared carried on the basis 
of a ruling by City Attorney 
Leon Scroggins and a “yes” 
vote cast’ by Mayor.

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Illinois Plan Helps Families Of War Prisoners, Missing 


Copley News Service 

Springfield — The State of 
Illinois has had since last year 
a program of services for fam- 
ilies of prisoners of war and 
men missing in action. 

Illinois has been the only 
state to offer sucha program 
and the state has been hailed 
in the Congressional Record 
for its effort, The program in- 
volves 18 major agencies with- 
in state government. 

According to the man who 


has been behind the scenes co-, 


ordinating’ the- program, the 
service has been kept under 
wraps since its start because 
of its sensitive nature. 

“The assistance service was 
begun because many of the 
problems that faced families of 
POWs and MIAs have related 
to state, rather than federal, 
problems,” Dan Sullivan said. 

He is administrative assistant 
to James C. Torrecelli, of the 
governor's Office of Human Re- 
sources, coordinator of the Vet- 
erans Affairs section, which has 
administered the program. 

Sullivan said state-related 
problems range from ques- 


tions about mortgages and 
finances to driver’s licenses 
and car registration. 
“This program was de- 
signed to ameliorate these 
. problems. We have been 
there to let families know 
that someone on the state 
level was available to help 
them whenever they needed 
it” 

The next of kin of 92 Illinois 
men have been eligible to be 
helped by the program. 

The 91 includes 26 military 
POWs (eight, of .whom have 
been released), one civilian 
prisoner, four POWs unac- 
counted for, 60 men missing in 
action and one mdn who died in 
captivity. 

Sullivan said primary respon- 
sibility to assist next of kin 
rests. with the Department of 
Defense, which has been partic- 
ularly helpful on diplomatic, 
postal and military matters. ~ 

But, Sullivan said, state prob- 
lems often confronted these 
already-worried families - and 
could not be dealt with on the 
federal level . 

Sullivan cited two examples 


of how families have 
helped by ths program. 

One POW’s wife telephoned 
her Casualty Assistance Officer 
(who is assigned to each POW- 
MIA family) with a problem re- 
garding the sale of. her old 
house and the purchase of a 
new one. 

Sullivan “said a quick call 
from his office expedited the 
legalities of the matter, which 
might. otherwise have taken 
weeks to straighten out, 

Another example concerned 
a woman who \fearing her hus- 
band’s driver/S license would 
expire before he _ returned, 
signed his name.to the licensi 
form. She then became worried 
about the consequences. /A: has;

Public Aid May Retain 
Social Service| Programs 


Copley News Service 
Springfield — Social services 
for public aid recipients; origi- 
nally intended for transfer to 
the department of children and 
family services next summer, 
may be remaining with a much 
expanded department of public 
aid instead. 

No firm decisions haye been 
made as yet, a spokesman in 
the public aid department said, 
since new Director Joel Edel, 
man only took over the office 
on Feb. 12, and, is still phasing 
out his activitiés: as adminis- 
trator of Michael Reese Hospi- 
tal in Chicago while functioning 
here as. well. 

Originally, a’ federal mandate 
directed all departments of pub- 
lic welfare to adopt a “‘separa- 
tion” program, under which one 
staff will handle financial main- 
tenance for recipients, while 
case work in social services will 
be handled by others who will 
be free to concentrate on im- 
proving the “quality of life” of 
those receiving -aid. 

How the separation is to be 
achieved was left largely to the 
departments, so long as the pro- 
gram became effective Jan. 1, 
1973. 

In Illinois, it was decided to 
keep the financial maintenance 
programs ‘in public aid, but 
leave it up to recipients to de- 
cide if they wanted to reccive 
social services. os 

If they did, they would then 
go to the department of chil- 
dren and family service to re- 
quest social services. The’ pro- 
gram was geared to be phased 
into gradually, and be operat- 
ing on a separated basis by 
next June. 

Now it appears that two sep- 
arate staffs (both in public aid) 
will handle the two aspects of 
public aid work, 

Whichever course 1s followed, 
large numbers’ of additional 
staff will have to be added, and 
Gov. Dan Walker's executive 
order freezing personnel num- 
bers has so far prevented any 
from being hired. 

Barbara Wright, public infor- 
mation officer for‘ the depart- 
ment of public aid, said that 
so far staffs have walked out in 


two Chicago offices in protest 
over the extra cascloads. 

In one office, the staff re- 
mained out for several days 
while a force of 12 administra- 
tors remained on the job, deal- 
ing with an office which has 
17,000 persons on its rolls. 

The workers returned tempo- 
rarily after the walkout, she 
said, ‘and currently, aré at work 
but picketing on their lunch 
hours, but it is not known if 
they may choose to walk out 
permanently if relief doesn’t ar- 
rive soon. 

The governor reportedly “had 
ssured former. Director Ed- 
ward Weaver that the executive 
order could be waived in cases 
where situations were “criti- 
cal” for lack of personnel, but 
it apparently remains+to be 
seen how “critical” is to be in 
terpreted.

Plans for construction of two 
city-owned shopping centers(in 
Madison are. being formulated 
by the city administration and 
a citizens’ committee. Studying 
the. projects, Mayor Mike Sasyk 
told the City Colm Tuesday 
night. 

SasyK reported on a meeting 
last, week-of the aldermen and 
citizens, He said, ‘We've start 
ed to: move on our commercial 
areas and we hope real soon to 
have progress to report.” 

Progress also is being made 
in other efforts to improve and 
upgrade the city, he said 

A meeting of the new city 
planning commission is to be 
held Tuesday night with ‘the 
city attorney and engineer. 
They are expected to discuss 
ways to revitalize areas along 
State Street in Madison. 


Sasyk also reported he is at- 
tempting to meet with many of 
the senior citizens in the city. 
They are expected to begin 
planning for construction of a 
senior citizens’ center. 

Several city department heads 
reported on their efforts to 
clean up yards and alleys in the 
city. The city attorney was re- 
quested to begin legal proceed- 
ings against two property own- 
ers and the tenants of the two 
properties which have failed to 
comply with requests to clean 
up their yards. 

“We want ‘to make sure we 
are very aggressive in our ef- 
forts and make sure we get 
something done to clean up 
these yards,” Sasyk told the 
department ‘heads. 

Alderman Raymond Kozielek 
asked if the cause of an ex- 
plosion May 2, 1972,’ in the 800 
block of Madison Avenue had 
ever been determined. The blast 
destroyed several homes and 
caused about $50,00 damage. 

The Mayor said state experts 
took samples from the deva- 
stated area and conducted ex- 
tensive tests, but were unable 
to determine the cause. 

“Whoever they were, 
were. pros,” Sasyk said, refer- 
ring to speculation that the 
blast had been the work of 
arsonists. 

A report from Chief of Police 
Frank Dutko was read in which 
he detailed results of a study 
of accidents .at the railroad 
crossing at 13th and State 
streets. The results showed 20 
accidents have Sccurred at the 
crossing since 1968, with no 
fatalities. 

Most occurred in poor weath- 
er and after dark, Dutko re- 
ported... The council voted ‘ta 
write a letter to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission showing 
results of the study and citing 
the lack of crossing warnings. 

Sasyk said the city he 
offered a 100-foot square parcel 
of land adjacent to the Stephen. 
Maeras Industrial Park for “a 
very reasonable price.” He re- 
ferred the posible purchase to 
the industrial committee to 
study and make a recommen- 
dation to the council at its next 
meeting.: * 

Dutko reported his depart- 
ment has been making. efforts 
to keep trucks: from using un- 
authorized streets near the in- 
dustrial park. He said the plant 
supervisors are warning all 
drivers to stay on the specified 
truck streets and not on side 
roads. The police department 
also is patrolling the area in 
an attempt to keep trucks .off 
the side streets, particularly at 
night. 

‘Alderman Don Broyles asked 
if damage to Farrish Street 
caused by the trucks: can be 
repaired. Sasyk said the street

can be halted.

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State-Financed 
‘School Buildings 
‘Might Cut Costs

| A “pay-as-you-build” state 
| controlled capital financing 
program for schools, which he 
says might redtce long term 
| cost of facilities as much as’ 
one-third, is being proposed by 
George C. Ackerlund, professor. 
of educational administration 
at Southern Illinois Universit 
at Edwardsville. 


Ackerlund cites several other 
advantages of the proposal, 
which would be funded by the - 
same source of funds now. jbe- 
| ing used—the real propérty 
tax. Some of ‘the principal’ ad- 
vantages cited: 

1, State approval of building 
and site plans would » reduce 
| duplication and inefficiency in 
building location and construc- 
tion. 

2. The cost burden of school 
facilities {would be spread 
throughout the state. 

3. Excessive demands for’ 
| school construction and heavy 
tax burdens on growing com: 
munities would be eased. 

4, The approximately $50 mil~\ 
lion now spent annually on bond 
| interest and service charges 
| would no longer be incurred. 

5, Local tax leeway for fi- 
nancing other governmental 
| services would; be enhanced in 
many districts. 

Ackerlund says, “There is no 
defensible reason for bonding 
at the state level to finance a 
full state funding program for 
capital outlay.” He believes a 
| pay-as-you-go program would 
| requce expenditures for capital 
facilities, since the . interest 
charges on borrowed funds 
may represent 50% or more of 
the \cost of a building. 

A¢kérlund’s* plan would re- 
tain\control locally, in that the 
local\ school district still would 
have’ the responsibility, for plan- 
ning and operating school facil- 
ities. 

But local educational decision- 
making would be relieved from 
the pressure of capital finan- 
cing problems. 

‘According to the proposal, 
local district plans would 
haye to meet prespecified 

criteria for design construc- 
tion, district size and loca- 
tion of buildings. The local 
district. would be responsi- 
blé for administering act- 
ual construction of the 
schools. 

Atkerlund says ‘his proposal 
would meet the test of the crit- 
icism raised in mecent court 
cases concerning school finan- 
cing. It also would meet ‘the 
basic principle that the wealth 
of the state should be used to 
educate the child. no matter 
where he lives and no matter 
what the economic ability: of 
his parents or his school dis- 
trict.” 

The, proposal would provide 
for full statewide equalization 
by the providing grants for the 
full amount of approved school 
construction projects. The pro- 
gram would be funded by a 
statewide real property tax, 

The state would assume the 
present bonded debt of school 


| districts and, as of a certain 


date, become responsible for 
making all scheduled payments 
until the bonded: debts of all 
school districts have beef paid. 


Ackerlund suggests ‘that 


| money for prior bonded indebt- 


edness should come from the 
general fund or from federal 
revenue sharing funds instead 


| of the real estate tax. 


No local district funds’ would 
be used, although the sources 
of revenue would remain the 
same as at present — the prop- 
erty tax. 

The tax rate for school, finan- 
cing would be statewide and 
would be ‘made ‘“‘flexible within 
certain limits so an, agency 
such as the State Boatd of Ed- 
ucation could establish the rate 
each year as the needs indi= 
cate.” 

Fi would be disbursed to 
tie flocdl school district treasu- 
rer Yn accordance with the con- 
struction progress payment. 
schedule. The school’ board 


| would make payments to the 


contractor and architect ac- 


‘cording to the contract sched- 


ule. 

The’ local-level board would 
be responsible for determining 
when the building contract has 
been completed, and would ac- 
cept the building when it con- 
siders the full performance of 
the contract has been reached. 
Ackerlund acknowledges that 
the real property tax has been 
under attack but he .contends, 
“Jt is a good, steady, reliable, 
tax and is| not as regressive as 
many. believe.” 

Ackerlund presented: his pro- 
posal at a regional meeting of 
school boards at Carmi, and is 
discussing the subject this 





week at a meeting of school 
superintendents at Belleville.

Percy Prodding U.S. to Reduce Infant Death Rate by 


Requiring Improved Design and Construction of Cribs ° 


Comment by the Press-Record bureau 
in” Washington — Before any more 
babies strangle in their cribs, Sen. 
Charles H. Percy says the Food and 
Drug Administration must act quickly 
on safety standards. 

The Illinois Republican praised the 
FDA for a “significant step forward” 
in disclosing plans for ney mandatory 
standards in the next few weeks. 

Percy in a letter to FDA Commis- 
sioner Charles C. Edwards warned, 
however, that further delay in setting 
standards could lead to needless addi- 
tional “tragedies and: heartbreak"’ for 
parents. 

“In the four years since this issue 
arose, scores of parents have lost cher- 
ished sons and daughters, while a few 
crib makers—their ‘eyes only on the 
cash register — have unconscionably 
cut corners to ring up higher profits,” 
Percy charges. 

Percy wrote Edwards that he under- 
stood the proposed regulations will re- 


§ 


quire manufacturers to space. vertical 
slats considerably,closer ‘than the 31% 
inch voluntary standard. He hailed 
this step because at least 15% of all 
cribs on the market fail to meet even 
that standard. 
© Other FDA proposals include: 

1. Minimum rail heights and stand- 
ard interior dimensions. 


2. Specifications for rélease mechan- 


isms and other safety devices. 

3. Paint and coating surfaces meet- 
ing FDA regulations. 

4, Elimination of “toe holds” which 
permit babies to climb out of their 
cribs. 

5, Elimination of sharp edges and 
protrusions. 

Urging Edwards to move quickly on 
final standards, the Senator said, “I 
know you feel as | do, that we must 
act now to insure that the safety and 
well-being of helpless infants is placed 
ahead of all other considerations.” 


Physical Activity Called Key to a Healthy Heart 


What with the arrival of great golf- 
ing weather here last weekend and 
yesterday—even though several weeks 
of winter remain—many Quad-City- 
ans will be receptive to a new call for 
physical activity, ued last week at 
a seminar at the University of Illinois. 

“The most probable cause of coro- 
«nary heart disease'in our culture is not 

jiet, is mot obesity, is not stress. 
Rather, it is physical inactivity,” said 
‘Dr. George V. Mann, Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, during the 
seminar. 

He reported on a ten-year study 
with the. Maasai people of East Africa. 
He noted that although they eat large 
amounts of animal fat and milk, they 
have low levels of serum cholesterol 
and the incidence of atherosclerosis 
(arterial lesions) is high. But, para- 
doxically, coronary heart disease is al- 
most nonexistent. 3 

In Dr. Mann’s opinion, serum choles- 
terol level is an inefficient index of 
atherosclerosis. “We suspect, and are 
working on the possibility, that certain 
food additives may contribute to this 
problem by facilitating absorption and

Reviewing data from a number of 
studies by other scientists, Dr. Mann - 
emphasized that in cultures and places 
where people must work hard physi- 
cally, there is less coronary heart 
disease. i 

He noted that people with high 
blood’ pressure tend to have more 
heart disease; because high blood 
pressure is the principal precursor ‘of 
heart disease, it needs to be detected 
earlier and managed more efficiently. 

Dr. Mann continued, ‘‘Despite all 
the hoopla about eating polyunsatura- 
ted fats to maintain a low serum cho- 
lesterol level, it is my opinion that it 
does nothing good for the prevention 
of coronary heart disease.” 

He suggested that women in parti- 
cularshould welcome the various physi- 
cal fitness programs recommended be- 
cause of the side effect—an improved 
figure. 

His conclusion: Studies strongly 
suggest that fitness, induced and main 
tained, will prevent and relieve much 
the present prevalence of heart 
disease.

60 of 177 Illinois Representatives Are Lawyers, 
24 Are in Business, 11 Teach, Nine Operate Farms

Springfield — “If you want to 
be a state legislator, you'd bet- 
ter be a lawyer.” 

This random comment may 
or may not be true. But if the 
TUinois House is any indication, 
the statement has some basis 
in fact. 

Of the 177 representatives 
currently in the Statehouse, 60 
are either lawyers or are en- 
gaged in some aspect of the 
legal profession. 

This figure is quite: high if 
compared to other professions 
represented. 

Private business or working 
for large corporations is the 
next most frequent occupation; 
24 Illinois state representatives 
have a business background. 

Other professions well repre- 
sented in the House are: state 
and government service with 
17, teaching with 11, insurance 
with 10 and farming with nine. 

The remaining 46 representa- 
tives are engaged in other var- 
ied types of work, such as mar- 
keting, real estate, advertising, 
date processing, engineering, 
building construction, medicine 
and police and fire “depart- 
ments. 

With the workload in the 
Statehouse increasing every 
year, it is becoming more 
and more difficult to have 
an occupation outside the 
legislature. 


Convicted Felons 
Much Less Likely

Springfield — They're break- 
ing out of prisons all over IIli- 
nois nowadays, with active help 
from prison personnel. 

In several~communities, the 
lab technician who assists your 
dentist, the union. painter re- 
doing your living room: and the 
motel cook who fixes your 
steak may all have ‘broken 
out,”. and nobody’s even look- 
ing: for them. 

Actually, prison officials don’t 
have to look; they helped put 
them where they are. 

‘The men—and some women— 
are part of the state's three- 
year-old work, release program 
which lets a convicted felon 
who passes intensive screening 
live in the outside community, 
earn money and spend some, 
support his family and pay 
taxes like anybody. else. 

So far, more than 600 have 
taken part, earning over $1,- 
055,000, paying $150,000 in state 
and federal income taxes, and 
sending home more than $175,- 
000 to get their families off 
public aid rolls. 

They also have a much better 
chance of being reconciled to 
families whose initial impulse 
is just to write them off. 

Most residents take past in 
the last six months before they 
qualify for parole. Those con- 
victed of murder, aggravated 
kidnapping or tredson are not 
accepted. 

If it: sounds like a cushy 
way to spend a prison term, 
don’t mention it to the in- 
mates. 


Rep, Robert Brinkmeier, D- 
Forreston, a teacher-coach for 
25 years, says that, due to the 
conflict often found between 
one’s occupation and his job as 
a legislator, ‘‘mariy representa- 
tives can’t afford to be here.” 


He cited as an example the 
fact that no incumbent senator 
within 100 miles of Brink- 
meier’s district ran for re- 
election. They noted the heavy 
volume of work and the loss of 
income they would suffer. 


Rep. Harold Stedelin, D- 
Centralia, a retired engineer, 
stressed that legislative duties 
today consume “too many 
hours.” 


The legislature, he continued, 
“js getting to be a full-time job. 
It is getting extremely difficult 
to hold down two full posi- 
tions.” & 


Rep. Joseph Ebbesen- R-De- 
Kalb, an optometrist and 
freshman legislator, believes he 
will face a conflict between his 
two jobs. 


“In the medical field, where 
every day is a crisis, my prac- 
tice will have to be affected. 
I've already had to cancel a 
whole section of patients due to 
the meeting of the legislature.” 

Rep. Harold Washington, D- 
Chicago, a practicing attorney, 
believes that—with the increas- 
ing amount of Work in the leg- 
islature, a legislator’s profes- 
sion has to suffer. 


“The workload in the 
House . is increasing yearly,” 
he pointed out. “There is 
ten times more work today 
than eight years ago.” 

Washington also pointed 
out that—to do one’s job 
adequately in ‘the legisla- 
ture—one must cut back on 
his own business. “Law is a 
personalized thing,” he said. 
“You can’t delegate it to 
someone under you.” 


Rep. James Von Boeck- 
man, D-Pekin, a mechani- 
cal supervisor for CPC 
International in Pekin, of- 
fered a different view. “I 
believe two jobs are possi- 
ble, depending on the indi- 
vidual.”* 


Von Boeckman explained that 
the two jobs may consume 16 
hours a day and leave little 
time for television and other 
activities, But it is possible, he 
says, “depending on what you 
want out of life.” 


Lawyers may be the largest 
body found in the Illinois House, 
but they also face the most 
criticism, , 


Rep. Brinkmeier explained 
that “many people resent that 
lawyers seem to dominate both 
houses ‘and manipulate bills, 
such as pensions and salaries, 
implied consent and insurance 
laws. 

“Lawyers often vote! as'a bloc 
and they happen to be the big- 
gest bloc in the legislature.” 


Placed in Work Release Program 
to Have to Be Returned to Prison 


According to Bill Lash, 
work release coordinator, 
most of the residents feel 
the program is harder than 
just serving out their time 
in “the joint.” 


Some can't make it at all. 
Out of 639 participants, 43 have 
been sent back because’ they 
just couldn't handle semi-free- 
dom. 

Those who make it have to 
work their way up through 
levels, from ‘freshmen’? who 
have “‘kitchen police” and cus- 
todial duty, get minimum al- 
lowances and no free time in 
the community, through soph- 
omore ($15 weekly spending 
money, one shopping trip a 
month and one recreation trip 
a week), through juniors and— 
for a few outstanding residents 
—senior. 


A big fringe benefit above 
freshman level. is the chance 
for furloughs of up to 96 hours 
to visit immediate families. 

‘The average inmate today 
still serves his term be- 
hind bars, gets a suit he 
probably won’t wear and 
$50 when he walks out. 

But the work release pris- 
‘oner instead leaves prison 
with a, skill, a job, a ward- 
robe he selected and paid 
for, and as much as $3,000 
in the bank. 

Small wonder that, while the 
return rate for convicts in Illi- 
nois is 26% overall, it is only 
8% for work release inmates. 

Each of the centers has its 
own work -release board, elect- 
ed from residents and staff, 
which makes room and job 
assignments’ and passes on 


» 


promotions and démotions. 

A resident who ‘fouls up, 
but only a little (like stop- 
ping for a beer after work, 
or sneaking into town with- 
out permission) may be 
“broken” from one level to 
another. 


A serious lapse — getting 
drunk, picking fights, goof- 
ing off on the job—means 
the man goes back to pris- 
on with no second chance 
for the work release pro- 
gram. 


“A man who-really fouled up 
—like ‘committing a crime — 
and was returned,” Lash says, 
“would probably have to be 
kept in isolation for a while to 
protect him from fellow in- 
mates, because he jeopardized 
chances for all of them.” 

Aside from human benefits, 
there's a cash advantage for 
taxpayers, too. 

It costs an estimated $8,000 
to $10,000 a year to keep a 
convict in confinement. Last 
year, it cost $4,400 for each 
work release resident. 

“For many of these| men,” 
Lash says, ‘this is a_ better 
way of life than anything they- 
*ve ever known. 

“They take great care of 
their rooms, and you. should 
see some of their faces when 
they see they've actually got 
$100 in the bank. Many of them 
never had a bank account be- 
fore. We have to show them 
how to write a check.” * 

Biggest need now, Lash feels, 
is for mére participation. “One 
of our biggest problems is that 
we can’t accommodate ali that 
would benefit.” 


City Election Campaign Focusing 
On Offices of Mayor, Supervisor 


(Second of Two Columns) 

Which came first — the chick- 
en or the egg? 

It might be assumed to be 
inevitable that Granite City 
Mayor Donald Partney and 
Granite City Supervisor Nelson 
Hagnauer would seek re-elec- 
tion to new four-year terms in 
1973. Most public officials do 
try for re-election. 

When Paul Schuler announced 
his candidacy for mayor, Part- 
ney associates presumably con- 
cluded that the mayor's rival 
was’ being backed by Hagnauer. 
The supposed result of this rea- 
soning: Filing by a ‘‘Partney” 
supervisor candidate, Ralph 
Astorian. 

Whether or not this was the 
sequence, or the actual cause 
and effect, Astorian is speaking 
out on behalf of Partney and 
against Hagnauer and Schuler. 
It is unknown to what extent 
the strategy is that some of the 
acknowledged Partney vote-get- 
ting power may rub off on! As- 
torian. 

In defending Mayor Partney, 
Astorian describes Schuler as 
“front man. for the power 
play.” As he sees it: 

“The men behind the scenes 
add the intrigue and depth of 
old organizational politics. 

Same game, but time has 
offered new players’ a part. in 
the mysterious inner circle... 
a seemingly. unlikely array of 
citizens with varied and ap- 
parently unrelated interests: 

“Yet, there seems to be a 
common thread weaving in and 
out of the network that gives 
cohesiveness: to the web in 
which they hope to ensnare the 
incumbent Mayor Partney and 
reclaim Granite City for the 
old organization with strong 
support from Madison.” 

Astorian links to the Schuler 
campaign a school board mem- 
ber with a relative employed at 
the candidate’s pharmacy; an 
attorney whose legal clients in- 
clude governmental agencies; 
and a high-ranking administra- 
tor of the Granite City school 
district. 

The school administrator 
advised the Press-Record 
that he regards his position 
as precluding involvement 
in the mayor campaign on 
behalf of either candidate. 
The would-be supervisor di- 

rects much of his argument 
against Supervisor Hagnauer. 

Astorian relates that Hagnau- 
er “holds such positions as 
Granite City Township supervis- 
or,- Chairman of the Madison 
County Board, ex-officio liquor 
commissioner of Madison Coun- 
ty, Democratic chairman of 
Granite City, and. ex-officio 
member of the assessment 
Board of Review of the county 
government.” 

Astorian contends that Hag- 
nauer “controls the purse 
strings of all county offices, in- 
cluding the state’s attorney’s of- 
fice which seemingly cannot de- 
cide what to do about possible 
charges of conflict of interest 
against Schuler, who sells drugs 
to the Madison County sheriff's 
office.” 

He. repeats the Partney 
group’s allegation that Schuler 
sold drugs “to recipients of 
Granite City relief from Hag- 


~ nauer’s office and for which 


Schuler voted to’ pay himself, 
using his position ‘as town 
board member.” Schuler has 
denied it.

The would-be supervisor spec- 
ulates that city and school £on- 
trol could add political muscle 
to those achieving it, and im- 
plies that this is a Hagnauer 
goal. 

Astorian calls it ironic 
that “Hagnauer, who usual- 
ly enjoys heavy union sup- 
port, allows purchase of 
drugs from the jone non- 
union unorganized drug 
firm in the city, which has 
survived and grown fat in 
the center of one of the na- 
tion’s -most unionized 
areas.” . 

A Tri-City Trades and La- 
bor Council spokesman said 
the description of the store 
is inaccurate, and cited the 
labor council’s endorsement 
last week of both Schuler 
and Hagnauer and non-en- 
dorsement of Partney and 
Astorian. 


The strategy being followed 
seems to be an attempt to tie 
Schuler. so closely with Hag- 
nauer that the latter becomes 
the issue in both she mayor and 
supervisor races. 

Certainly, the list of of- 
fices the supervisor holds is 
impressive. 

Interestingly enough, this 
fact may partly counter the 
allegation of Madison inter- 
est. 

The extent of power gath- 
ered by the Granite City 
Democratic chairman al- 
ready is worrisome to the 
party’s Madison wing, which 
may not desire to see Hag- 
nauer’s influence expand 
any further. 

In any event, the iritense 
spotlight being placed on Schu 
ler’s business and -Hagnauer’: 
jobs-is likely to be countered 
by fuller exploration of the 
Partney and Astorian candi- 
dacies by those they oppose. 

‘Among. individuals who ap- 
pear likely to be discussed are 
Dick Allen, campaign manager 
for the mayor’ and a former 
Granite City Democratic chair- 
man. 

Allen and former, State’s At- 
torney Dick Mudge “‘backed the 
winning horse” in the 1972 el- 
ections, serving as a) “truth 
squad” to disagree with ‘state- 
ments by Lieutenant Governor 
Paul Simon during the primary 
campaign. 4 

Simon lost the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination to 
Dan Walker, now governor. 

Also in the campaign 
spotlight may be Alderman 
Walter Nonn, ani active 
Partney backer and the 
alderman-with longest serv- 
ice. 

One. contention being heard 
is that, if Mayor Parthey is re- 
elected, he might retire at 
some point, setting the stage 
for Nonn to take over as 
mayor. 

This is denied by the maYor’s 
associates, who’ say. Pattney 
would serve the full four years. 
They add that vacancies are 
filled by the council, which is 
not limited to the senior alder- 
man in selecting~a mayor.

Members of boards and ‘com- 
misions also will have to file 
such statements. 

All statements will be re- 
viewed and, where appropriate, 
investigated by a Board of 
Ethics headed by former U. S. 
Rep. Abner J, Mikva. Two oth- 
er members will be appointed 
later. 

The statements of members 
of boards and commissions will 
remain confidential. The ‘state- 
ments of key employes will be 
public, 

discussing his executive 
order, Gov. Walker said: 

I believe this to be’the most 
comprehensive public _disclo- 
sure required in any state. The 
order will affect more person- 
nel, will require a greater 
amount of detail, will require 
disclosure of major economic 
interests, and wil] require a 
listing of gifts received.

Regulations are listed on the 
back, including requirements 
adopted in recent years that 
require advance registration 
for groups of 25 or more visit- 
ing any state park or conserva- 
tion area, and that groups of 
minors must have at least one 
responsible adult accompany- 
ing the group, for each: 15 
youngsters.

Urged in Street Repairs 


An inspection of all Venice 
city streets by Mayor John E. 
Lee and Street Superintendent 
Jay Maurer has been proposed 
by Mayor Lee to City Council 
members as the first step in a 
repair program “in which we 
might well apply some of, the 
techniques of dentistry in mak- 
ing repairs last longer.”

Township Role in Pontoon 
Streets Involves No Profit 


Nameoki Township’s coopera- 
tion with the Village of Pon- 
toon Beach is being defended 
by Township Supervisor Louis 
Whitsell, who takes exception 
to Village Improvement Party 
candidates’ coments in the 
Feb. 22 issue. 

The discussion at a news con- 
ference “is another example of 
candidates running for office 
who do not take the time to 
study the job they are applying 
for, but resort to long-winded 
promises and ‘foot in “the 
mouth’ statements that the 
public,is eager to hear,” Whit- 
sell told the Pres-Record. 

“There are three isues that 
I think I must take a stand on 
as the supervisor of the town- 
ship and a,resident of the Vil- 
lage of Pontoon Beach. 

“First of all, Floyd Moss 
made the statement, ‘There is 
a lot of federal money around, 
but no one bothered to: examine 
what is available.’ For his in- 
formation, we| have applied for 
federal and state grants for 
sewers, parks and drainage to 
serve all of Nameoki Township, 
including Pontoon Beach. 

“We also employ the South- 
western Illinois Metropolitan 
Planning Commission to study 
grants for our area. 

“The township will also 
share, equally, all federal reve~ 
nue sharing monies received, 
with the village residents as 
well as all other residents of 
the township. 

“The second statement in 
regard to permanent roads is 
completely without thought and 
is entirely impossible. 

“Forty thousand dollars could 
only install approximately three 
city blocks of permanent roads, 
and the present condition of the 
village streets will not permit 
this to be done. 

“Also, the $40,000 is not ap- 
propriated entirely for road 
purposes and must be used for. 
the general operation expenses 
of the village government. 
The-third issue that prompt- 
ed me to answer Floyd Moss 
was his statement that he will 
except an offer from the town- 
ship to maintain the village 
streets, if it is the lowest bid.

He has been assisted by Don- 
ald J. Willower,, professor of 
education at Pennsylvania State 
University. The research was 
supported in part by a grant 
from the Office of Research 
and Projects, SIUE, 

Helsel points out that the 
study is “concerned not only 
with what - school personnel 
think and feel, but perhaps 
what is more important: what 
they do. Moreover, we were in- 
terested in the relationship be- 
tween ideology and, behavior.” 

Helsel describes educators as 
either “custodial” ‘or “human- 
isfic’? in their attempts to con- 
trol the behavior of students. 

“Custodial educators strive to 
maintain a high degree of order 
among pupils,” he explains. 
“These educators are 
sonal and aloof in their rela- 
tionships with students and are 
stringent and unyielding in 
dealing with them. Threats and 
punitive sanctions are used as 
means.of control. Custodial ed- 
ucatgrs manifest suspicion and 
distfust of pupils, often address- 
ing them in an’ unpleasant or 
angry manner, These educators 
react personally and judgment- 
ally rd students who mis- 
behave.” 

“Humanistic. educators strive 
to establish a basis of mutual 
respect and friendship in their 
relationship with pupils. They 
are patient, congenial and eas- 
ily approached by students. 
These educators are responsive 
to student suggestions and 
ideas and encourage pupil self- 
discipline and_ independence. 
They are flexible and tolerant 
in dealing with students and re- 

t toward misbehayior on the 
basis of efforts to understand 
it 

The study acknowledges that 
some educators may not be 
able to éxercise their personal 
beliefs toward controlling stu- 
dent behavior because of school 
rules and the demands of the 
public, but generally teachers 
perform in the relative isola- 
tion of the classroom, out of 
sight of other teachers and 
superiors. 

The study included research 
in 63 schools in Ilinois—42 sec- 
ondar and 21 elementary 
schools. They varied widely in 
size and racial .mix, and they 
were distributed among urban, 
suburban and rural areas. 

According to Helsel, the re- 
search is one of only a few sys- 
tematic studies of school per- 
sonnel and their pupil control 
behavior which have been com- 
pleted in the United Stated.

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British Trapeze Listed Among Best of Artists”

It’s surprising what a differ- 
ence a year can make in the 
eve changing world of rock ‘n’ 
roll. The last time I spoke to 
Trapeze they were just another 
pand trying to make it, big, but 
they that was 18 months ago. 

Since that time they have 
severed their apron, strings 
from the Mocdy Blues,| changed 
their style, cut a new album 
and become one of the best 
bands to emerge from: England 
in a long time. 

Their third album, by far 
their best, on the Threshold 
label is called “You Are the 
Music. We're Just the Band.” 
Unlike their last LP “Medusa’’ 
this one is a sensitive, well-bal- 
anced platter. that shows the 
depth Trapeze possesses. 

Glenn Hughes, lead vocalist 
and bass player, ‘explained in 
ah interview the changes that 
he, Mel Galley and David Hol- 
jand had experienced of late. 

“Basically it all stems from 
Personal changes. in the group 
that just happened to be for the 
good. Plus the fact that we've 
done a lot of work in America 
now and with each gig we be- 
gin to learn, something more 
about our music and ourselves 
which is making us better as a 
group on «the whole,"t Glen 
said. 

‘The changes Glenn is speak- 
ing about are displayed in 
many different ways on the 
new LP and are a credit to the 
group's ability to capitalize on 
them. Their music was good a 
year ago, but lacked the depth 
it now has. It was fragmented 
and often choppy as though 
everyone was playing his own 
thing, without the continuity of 
a tight group. 

“The music has changed be- 
cause we are now a tight, very 
tight, group,” . he explained. 
“We're not as heavy’as we 
used to be and-we've also gone . 
to a more funky sound with a 
lot more back bone to it. Now 
it’s quiet in parts and loud in

more dynamic tempo and mu- 
sic which lends to more audi- 
ence participation.” 

Much of Trapeze’s retent 
success can be attributed to the 
development of their black in- 
fluences that are now beginning 
to blossom. 

“Basically we've been influ- 
enced by soul or black artists 
from the start!” he said. “‘But 
at this time last year we were- 
n’t able to play Now we're 
really into a very black type of 
music which we play not softly 
but Very loudly in parts and it 
gives us more energy.”

but they just don’t last, And 
money can buy anything, even 
a-place on the charts. We've 


never been hyped with a big 
monetary backing, but we are 
making it the ‘hard way, which 
seems. to work, so we're 
happy.” 

With the exposure that Tra- 
peze will get on their March 
tour, which includes extensive 
dates in California and New 
York, they ate bound to achieve 
another plateau of happiness 
and fans. Especially with “You 
Are The Mu: We're Just The 
Band” leading the way.

Faculty Caused 
Much of Unrest, 


Counselor Says 


Student unrest which spread 
to college campuses through 
much of the U. S. during the 
late 1960s may have been 
caused by faculty members, a 
Southern [Illinois University 
counselor believes. 

Glenda Lawhorn, a counselor 
in the General Studies Division 
of SIUE, makes the claim in a 
study of academic freedom and 
violence published in Perspec- 
tives, a journal of general and 
liberal studies sponsored by 
Western Michigan University. 

“Nothing is more dismaying 
than the way in which a few in 
the intellectual community have 
rejected the process of reason, 
succumbed to the national 
susceptibility for violence and 
indeed begun themselves to ex- 
alt violence,” Miss Lawhorn 
wrote. 

The counselor contends a 
great many professors do not 
want academic freedom for 
themselves or for’ others. 
“Their only interest is in larger 
salaries, the security of tenure 
and the right to complacency. 

“These professors become 
concerned about academic 
freedom only when there ap- 
pears to be some threat that 
their monopoly of indoctrinat- 
ing students with their own 
prejudicies may be impaired; 
they have no respect -for the 
student’s freedom of mind nor 
for those of their colleagues 
who might differ with them,” 
the Perspective article says. 

She believes faculty mem- 
bers and others in the intellec- 
tual community have “contrib- 
uted to the atmosphere which 
has begun toj accept and al- 
most legitimize violence.” 

By their actions, she con- 
tends, sonte faculty members 
“are reinforcing the assault on 
civility and hastening the de- 
composition of the American 
social process.” 

Whatever constriction of aca- 
demic freedom has come to 
pass because of faculty timidity 
cannot compare with the same 
faculty’s rejection of the proc- 
ess of reason, she believes. 

Miss Lawhorn says academic 
freedom is more than merely 
the right of the professor to 
pursue research and teaching. 
“It implies the obligation to 
promote learning,” she says. 

“Aside from pursuing his own 
learning, the professor must 
promote learning in an abso- 
Jute sense. He must protect 
everything conductive to learn- 
ing and fight everything detri- 
mental to it. 

“If learning is prevented by 
violence on the part of the pro- 
fessors, then those professors 
must be fought. If learning is 
prevented by violence on the 
part of the students, then those 
students must. be fought,”’ she 
wrote. 

Protests against a university 
are justified only if they are 
provoked by the university, 
Miss Lawhorn believes. ‘“‘In 
lieu of riots and a climate of 
violence that lead youth into 
confusion, universities must be- 
gin to fulfill their ultimate mi: 
sion and lead youth into clar; 
ity,” she says.

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McKendree Sees Upswing 
In Enrollment Trends: 


McKendree College in Leban- 
on, looking ahead to next fall, 
sees a definite upswing in its 
enrollment trends, according to 
Vice-President ~ Raymond | F. 
Devery. 


Devery, who oversees the col- 
lege admission program, said 
that 87 students have been ad- 
mitted for next fall, Compared 
with 47 at'the same period last 
year. Forty-nine have made 
tuition deposits, compared with 
36 last year. 


Last fall McKendree enrolled 
132 new students, raising the 
student body to about 490. “I 
see no reason why we shouldn't 
have an enrollment of 600 next 
fall,"" Devery said. “The college 
could handle 600 and still main- 
tain its high standards of in- 
struction including small 
classes.”” 

The enrollment trend at Mc- 
Kendree runs counter to the na- 
tional trend of declining en- 
rollments, accelerated with the 
wind-up of the Vietnam war 
and the elimination of the draft, 


but Deyery said there are good 
reasons. 

They include the toughening 
of standards at the 145-year-old 
college, its new .modern ap- 
proach liberal arts, its em- 
phasis on attention to individual 
needs expressed in independent 
studies and individualized ma- 
jors, as .well as in counseling 
and small classes, and its new 
programs. 

The new programs are ex- 
tensions of ideas and test pro 
grams, some of which have 
been offered as individualized 
majors, and some involve co- 
operation with state — schools. 
They range from aerospace and 
Air Force ROTC through new 
social work programs and a 
secretarial emphasis in a busi- 
ness-economics major, Devery 
said. 

“McKendree may have more 
heritage than any other college 
in Illinois, but it is looking 
ahead, not back,” Devery said. 
The result is a growing appreci- 
ation, and a growing enroll- 
ment, he said.

SIUE On-Spot Admissions 
Program Aids Enrollees 


Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville has. developed a 
new on-the-spot admissions pro- 
gram in conjunction with area 
high schools. 

The program already is in 
effect in 12 high schools and 
will be offered on a full-scale 
basis: beginning next fall, ac- 
cording to Gene Magac, admis- 
sions director at SIUE. 

Admissions counselors from 
SIUE visit schools on specified 
days and meet with | students 
individually or in groups. High 
school counselors pravide the 
SIUE counselors with student 
credentials. After going over 
the records, SIUE admissions 
counselors can admit the stu- 
dent on-the-spot. 

If the student has questions 
or a specific problem, the SIUE 
counselor can assist on an in- 
dividual basis. 

“Our primary interest’in this 
new approach is to serve the 
Student, It cuts red tape for the 
student and also gives the in- 
dividual some personal contact 
on our campus,” Magac said.
